IO INTERVIEWING 
LOCAL GROWERS 


R. V. Cavers, 
with F. 0. Wallschlaeger of the 
Jalifornia Citrus League in the 
cost production department, is 
spending some time in and arouad 
Upland gathering data for his 
files. 

This work of ascertaining pro- 
duction cost of citrus fruit is un- 
dertaken each year by the League 
for the general information of the 
growers and the public. Two field 
men visit a representative percent- 
age of growers in each district 
where citrus fruit is grown com- 
mercially during the spring and 
summer months. By the end of 
July they have gathered their ma- 
terial and the tabulated results are 
published in the Citrograph as 
soon as possible. This is usually 
around the end of the year. 

Mr. Cavers states that he in- 
terviews about 100 growers in Up- 
land and vicinity and information 
obtained covers about 800 acres 
of lemons and 990 acres of oranges.

Harwood of the Up- 
land Library Board, appeared be- 
fore the city council last night, 
urging that Upland withdraw from 
the county library and as a result 
the council issued the following: 
. “Notice is hereby given that the 
Board of Trustees of the City of 
Upland intend to and will on 
Thursday, the 1st day of July, 
1926, .at the hour of 7:30 o’clock 
p.m., of said day, at the council 
ehamber in the city hall, take ac- 
tion to and will then and there 
withdraw from the San Bernar- 
dino County Free Public Library, 
and will at said time and place 
notify the Board of Supervisors of 
the County of San Bernardino of 
such withdrawal.” 


The discussion between the coun- 
ty board and the city board is 
whether Upland gets more for her 
money as a member of the county 
board or whether the same amount 
of money devoted to the Upland 
Library will accomplish the best 
result. The local board believes 
that the money now turned over 
to the county will get more for 
the Upland library if applied loc- 
ally. 

Want Street Dedicated 

A. M. Wisely is planning on a 
subdivision of his property .on 
East Tenth Street and appeared 
before the council regarding the 
acceptance of his plot. The coun- 
cil insists that the street be ‘dedi- 
eated to the city, and Mr. Wisely 
is in doubt as to whether he has 
the right to dedicate the street as 
its ownership is in doubt. Status 
of the street is to be investigated. 

New Reservoir 


The city’s new reservoir at 22nd 
Street and Mountain Avenue is to 
cost between $3500 and $4000, and 
will have a capacity of 200,000 
gallons of water.

California, according to an announcement of 
the United States Department of Commerce, 
which has issued a supplementary statement 
on the farm census of the state, covering the 

ir 1924. The total number of farms is ptac- 
ed at 136,409. Nearly 100,000 of these farms 
are on improved roads of some type and 16,- 
673 are on paved roads. More than 100,000 
of these farms were operated on January 1 
1925, by full owners. Only 46,351 were re- 
ported as mortgaged. The value of the mort- 
gaged farms, land and buildings, was $874,- 
674.661. The amount of the mortgage debt 
was $295,688,806, or 33.8 per cent of the total 
value. The value of farm machinery was 
$113,487,700. Thirteen thonsand two hundred 
and fifty-four farmers had radio outfits. Trae- 
tors on the farms numbered 29,948, an increase 
ot 16,096 over January 1, 1920. Milk produced 
during the year was 340,308,805 gallons, com- 
pared with 276,424,216 in 1919. In 1924 there 
were 21,079,375 pounds of wool produced 
against 15,216,957. The number of eggs pro- 
duced in 1924 were 97,907,325, against 64,- 
123,885 im 1919. Nearly all the comparative 
figures given in the report indicates a steady 
growth of the agricultural industry in the 
state during the last five years. This dur- 
ing a period of depression when there has 
been a decline in farm populations in many 
states.

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Wild Life Vanishing 
(Santa Ana Register) 

Dr. William T. Hornaday, veteran director 
of the New York zoo, looking backward over 
half a century of intimate association with the 
wild life of America, sounds a note of warn- 
ing. 

“The grniding power of civilization,’’ he 
says, ‘‘is sweeping our wild life out of exist- 
ence at a frightful rate. Continuous harass- 
ments and injustices, both natural and other- 
wise, are combining to exterminate wild life. 
Several species are already on the brink of ex- 
termination.’”’ 

Thus many beautiful and interesting beasts 
and birds are being lost forever to mankind, 
and thus the fine balance of nature is being 
disturbed. Aside from human interest in wild 
creatures, often the economic loss attending 
their extinction is irreparable. 

Dr. Hornaday recomemnds the establish- 
ment of more game sanctuaries, and further 
limitation of the hunter’s bag limit. That is 
good as far as it goes. But couldn't there be 
some limitation, too, on the number of hunt- 
ers? 

Most hunting is a faree nowadays, anyhow. 
The average hunter gets so little, for all his 
ammunition and effort, that it isn’t worth the 
trouble, unless the by-product of healthful 
reckoned. And there would be 
just as much health in playing golf or base- 
ball, or hunting in more civilized manner, 
with camera or field glasses.

Citrus Fruits Increase Exports 


Los Angeles Herald) 

The importance of California in the citrus 
fruit export trade.of the United States is 
clearly shown in a recent bulletin of the fed- 
eral department of ecommerce. Over 95 per 
cent of all United States oranges are grown 
in California and Florida, with small quanti- _ 
ties coming from Arizona, Texas, Louisiana, 
Mississippi and Alabama. During 1925 Cali- 
fornia production inereased from 18,100,000 
boxes in 1924 to 20,400,000 boxes, while Flor- 
ida’s yield remained stationary at 14,100,000 
boxes. The rapidly expanding orchard plant- 
ing in this state will largely increase the crop 
in the near future, United States orange ex- 
ports last year totaled 1,980,680 boxes (valu- 
ed at $9,853,152). 

Florida still has almost a monopoly in 
grapefruit, but its 1925 production was 2,- 
300,000 boxes less than the year before, while 
California and Arizona are steadily increas- 
ing their acreage and yield. United States 
exports of grapefruit last year were 446,881 
boxes, valued at $705,579. 

Practically all the United States-grown 
lemons came from California, the 1925 yield 
being 6,000,000 boxes, an increase of 875,000 
boxes over the previous year. The United

States exported 161,649 boxes of lemons in 
1925, but at the same time imported 1,384,857 
boxes, nearly all from Italy. The United 
States markets take more than this state can 
supply at Prengm, hence the importation 
noted. 

It will readily be seen what an important 
position is held by California in regar2 to 
United States citrus fruit export trade, both 
present and future.

While the straight line silhouette 
was the only one, and we thought! 
only of it, in planning our attire, 
fabrics were justly considered the 
fundamental of the mode—this, 
because we did not have to do 
anything but accept, so far as lines 
were concerned, We could use any 
one of the fashionable materials 





that best suited our purpose, and it 
would be incorporated into a cos- 
tume that was unfailingly straight 
and slender as to its silhouette, 

But a very few seasons, passing 
swiftly, have changed all this, and 
we now havea choice of silhouettes, 
and it is what the particular sil- 
houette shall be that is our first 
consideration. We may prefer the 
skirt to ripple about our feet as 
a result of circular treatments of 
some sort, the robe de style may 
be our preference, if the frock ts 
for evening, or it may be a modi- 
fication of this period dress, if it is 
an afternoon model.

So it is that the silhouette, once 
decided, rules the fabric that is to 
achieve it, and even then, there is 
a choice sufficient for variety.

From the many offerings certain 
vogues have resulted, and arrayed 
in a solid phalanx against it, they 
have practically ousted the cos- 
tume suit, in spite of the fact that 
everyone thought it would become 
a fundamental of fashion.

It features a tongue with a goring 
beneath it to make it fit snugly, 
and can be worn with a buckle, if 
one chooses. Another lovely shoe 
is the ribbon-tied affair that seems 
to be an offspring of the Oxford— 
it has two or three eyelets through 
which the grosgrain ribbon is laced. 

The basket weave shoe is already 
appearing—it is a mid-summer 
fashion. Its existence has led to 
the statement that footwear is now 
foot millinery—and why not? If 
we can achieve coolness and smart- 
ness and comfort with shoes of 
straw, raffia and satin strips, there 
is certainly no reason why lack of 
precedent should bar them from 
the material roster.
